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Escaped inmates captured 

Lee jail escapees found in Clay City a day apart

You may run for a while, 
you may even hide for a short 
time, but eventually you will 
get caught - especially in 
Powell County. That could 
be a good motto for local law 
enforcement after two Lee 
County escapees were found 
a day apart in Clay City. 

The first escapee was found 
last Wednesday. A call from 
a concerned resident about 
a man coming out of the 
woods near Clay City led to 
the arrest of the first escaped 
inmate. 

Last Wednesday Powell 
County Sheriff Danny Rogers 
received a call about a sus¬ 
picious man coming out of 
the woods behind a home on 
Black Creek Road. The call¬ 
er allegedly told Rogers that 
the man approached and said 
he wanted to turn himself in 
but then walked off without 
giving a name. Rogers noti¬ 
fied Clay City Police Sgt. Billy 
Rice. 

Sgt. Rice, joined by Powell 
County Deputy Rex Scott, 
and Powell County Jailer 
Travis Crabtree, responded 
to Black Creek. Upon arriv¬ 
ing in the area they located 
the subject walking along the 
road. That man was identified 
as John Trent. Trent and his 
cousin, Dallas Trent, escaped 
from the Wolfe County Jailer 
as they were being returned 
to the Three Forks Jail in Lee 
County almost two weeks 



prior. 

Trent, 23, of Campton, was 
arrested on an outstanding 
arrest warrant in Lee County 
District Court. The warrant 
was for second degree escape. 
He was originally in jail after 
being charged for alleged¬ 
ly committing an armed 
robbery of a gas station in 
Campton. 

Kentucky State Police are 
handling that case. Trent was 
lodged in the Powell County 
Detention Center. 

Then on Thursday after¬ 
noon near 2 p.m, Clay City 
Police Chief James Kirk was 
stopped at a home on Main 
Street, near the heart of the 
town, speaking to people 
about a person he was look¬ 
ing for. Suddenly Kirk saw 
a white male, dressed all in 
black, standing on the other 
side of the river behind the 
home. 

It was Dallas Trent. 

“When he saw me he just 
took off,” Kirk reported. 

Local police and school 
resource officers flooded the 
area between Main Street, 



Hardwicks Creek Road, 
the Mountain Parkway and 
Adams Ridge Road looking 
for the person who took off 
running. At least one report 
came in just after 1 p.m. 
about a vehicle almost strik¬ 
ing a man running across the 
parkway toward that area. 

Clay City Elementary was 
notified. School officials 
from central office went to 
the school and a perimeter 
lockdown was initiated. 

State police joined in as 
officers from Clay City, 
Stanton and the Powell 
County Sheriff s Department 
searched the muddy fields 
and barns in the area. A K-9 
unit was also called in. After 
an almost two-hour search 
police found the mystery 
man. But it was no real mys¬ 
tery. 

Dallas Trent was arrest¬ 
ed by state police. He too 
will face an escape charge. 
Both of the men had altered 
their looks by nearly shav¬ 
ing their heads. The cousins 
were reunited at the Powell 
County Detention Center.

A mother’s understanding leads to 
help for BES and Autism Awareness

Autism affects 1 in 68 chil¬ 
dren and 1 in 42 boys. It 
seems that the numbers are 
growing, and it is considered 
the fastest-growing develop¬ 
mental disorder in the United 
States. Worse of all, there is 
no real medical detection or 
cure for autism. It will affect 
them their entire lives and 
they will need help along the 
way. 

Imagine having a child 
with this disorder, as a few 
in Powell County do. Now 
imagine sending them to 
school. Fortunately Powell 
County schools do a good job 
of helping autistic children. 


But if you are a parent of such 
a child and you see that the 
staff is trying, would you like 
to help them too? 

Tonya Nolan did just that. 

Tonya and her husband 
Mike have a son, Kaleb. 
He is five years old and 
has the non-verbal form of 
autism. He attends Bowen 
Elementary School. Tonya 
and Mike have poured their 
lives into helping Kaleb. So 
when they saw an opportuni¬ 
ty to help the school staff they 
seized it. 

Tonya started a side baking 
business, Sweet Pieces, back 
in November. She makes 
cakes and reportedly some 
of the best cupcakes around. 
The money she makes from 
baking and selling these 


goods, she decided to give to 
help with autistic students. 
She even decided to order 
some t-shirts that could be 
sold for autism awareness. 

“At first we got a few shirts 
to sell, the proceeds go to 
helping autism awareness,” 
Nolan said as she waited out¬ 
side the Bowen Elementary 
School last Thursday. The 
school was set to have a 
balloon release for Autism 
Awareness Week. “But now 
we have our third order and 
have sold over 300 shirts. Add 
that to the money from Sweet 
Pieces and we were able to 
raise $1,000,” she added. 

Nolan donated that money 
to the school to help the spe-

Familiar face running for 
state treasurer’s office

The race for the state 
treasurer has been quiet¬ 
ly rolling along for several 
months now. On the May 
19 Primary ballots there will 
be five Democrats and three 
Republicans vying for the 
nod from their respective 
party to run in November. 

One of those Democrats 
is no stranger to the resi¬ 
dents of Powell, Wolfe and 
Montgomery counties. 

Former 74th District State 
Representative Richard 
Henderson has thrown his 
hat into the ring. 

The “imported” Powell 
Countian, who actually hails 
from the Jeffersonville area 
of Montgomery County, has 
decided that he still wants 
to be a public servant. After 
all he has a lot of experience 
in the political ring and still 
is blue collar as he works 
in concrete and laying block 
every day. 

“Id been thinking about it 
(running for the office) over 
the past two or three years,” 
Henderson said during a 
break at a benefit auction 
with which he was assisting 


at the Powell County Lions 
Club Park last Sunday, “After 
the last General Election, I 
though I would go ahead.” 

In that election last year 
Henderson lost his seat to 
a Republican newcomer. So 
why run again so soon? 

“I just have a burning 
desire to be a public ser¬ 
vant,” he answered. “Its like 
this auctioneering I do. Em 
here working today to help a 
woman who is fighting can¬ 
cer. I lost three nieces to can¬ 
cer so it is close to my heart. 
But I do things like this, and 
serve the public, because its 
a calling. I want to help peo¬ 
ple.” 

The state treasurers office 
has come under some scruti¬ 
ny in recent years. Some pol¬ 
iticians in Frankfort would 
like to abolish the office. 
That would give the gover¬ 
nors office the authority to 
appoint someone to handle 
those duties. 

“That would be wrong to 
give that kind of authority 
and appoint someone to that 
position,” Henderson said. “It 
would just be another politi¬ 
cal appointee and the people

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City council hears about legislation; audits caught up

The Stanton City Council meeting settled 
a few business items, and the mayor made a 
major announcement about audits, but the 
meeting began with a visit by State Repre¬ 
sentative David Hale. Stanton Mayor Dale 
Allen introduced Hale 

“Its a great honor to serve in Frankfort 
as your representative,” Hale told the coun¬ 
cil. “Some 800 bills were introduced and it 
seemed like a long session was crammed 
into a short session.” 

Hale spoke about bills that dealt with the 
statewide heroin issue. Many counties have 
been affected and there have been many 
over doses. Monies have been earmarked 
for helping drug users. Hale did not agree 
with the needle exchange program. Under 
the plan a person that was using heroin 
could go to their local health department 
and get a clean needle to reuse. 

Hale said he was against this because it 
was “promoting drug use”. The legislature 
went back to the bill and allowed counties 
to opt in or out of the needle exchange pro¬ 
gram. Hale said that this compromise “al¬ 
lowed” him to vote for the bill. 

Another major bill was the gas tax. Gas 
tax calculation can only go up 10 percent 
each year. In recent months the state has 
lowered the gas tax and that has cut monies 
counties get for their roads. 

Hale began to talk about how the tax 
would effect it. “I drive about 40,000 miles 
a year,” Hale said. Then he figured out how 
much gas he would use, and then added the 
cost/tax price of that gas. Hale said it would 
cost him $80 to $100 more. He then said, “I 
think I can sacrifice $80 to $100 dollars to 
keep our roads safe.” 


Teacher retirement was also discussed by 
Hale, who represents three counties, Pow¬ 
ell, Montgomery, and Menifee. In Powell 
and Menifee the number one employer is 
the school systems, which means teachers 
and school personnel make up a major part 
of the work force. 

According to Hale, teacher’s retirement is 
almost done, only having funding for seven 
years. Hale is disappointed that nothing has 
been done for the teachers. 

The last topic Hale discussed with the 
council of local interest was the open sales 
tax. That tax would be decided for certain 
projects that the local government or city 
would vote to impose. It would be in ad¬ 
dition to the state sales tax. Powell already 
has a version of this under the restaurant 
tax paid by those who purchase restaurant 
or deli prepared foods. 

The bill did not pass, though Hale said it 
will be discussed again next year. 

In other business, Ethan Witt, the field 
representative for Congressman Andy 
Barr, was at the meeting and was telling the 
council about the resources and grant mon¬ 
ey that was possible for the area. 

The council also discussed some develop¬ 
ment projects dealing with the sewers. 

Local resident Vera Patterson asked the 
board if she could reserve the park pavilion 
for church music, and maybe a couple mov¬ 
ies. They would need to have the pavilion 
every Sunday from May to October from 
6-8 p.m. 

The event would be open to the commu¬ 
nity and they will pass out handouts for 
AA meetings, as well as have hotdogs, and 
pizza. It would be a non-denominational 
meeting but would be Christian-based. 

The motion was carried as long as a 
pre-scheduled event does not conflict with 


it. 

The city entered into a contract with the 
Powell County Schools for using the city 
parks large baseball field. The contract is 
reportedly for $5,000 and runs during the 
high school season. 

The council also discussed the possibility 
of a baseball and softball scholarship which 
would help local kids. And they decided 
they could pay the scholarship at the next 
meeting for $1,000. 

Due to some vandalism over the past few 
months, security at the park was discussed. 
The council suggested police officers walk¬ 
ing the parks. There are also cameras in 
place that are being watched by dispatch. 

The council also voted to accept the 
health insurance rates even though the rates 
rose some five percent. However, many mu¬ 
nicipalities are seeing the same increase in 
health care benefits. 

To close out the meeting Allen wanted to 
give a little shout out to the staff and audi¬ 
tors. “The City of Stanton will be caught up 
on budgets,” Allen announced. “Nine years 
ago when I was elected, Stanton was seven

budgets behind. They [the office staff and 
auditors] were doing two audits a year to 
catch up.” The mayor continued, “The next 
audit will be so easy we wouldn’t think it 
was an audit.”

of Kentucky deserve bet¬ 
ter than that when it comes 
to the states money.” 

Henderson pointed out 
that the office handles all 
of the unclaimed property 
and monies left over from 
banks, taxes and even utility 
deposits. Every three years 
or so, he said, that mon¬ 
ey has to be turned over. It 
brings in about $50 million 
or more a year. 

“That goes to the state 
and we don’t need legis¬ 
lators and the governor 
handling that,” Henderson 
added. ‘There has to be a 
separation of power in the 
executive branch and that is 
what this office does.” 

Henderson knows he has 
a tough row to hoe. Of the 
five Democrats running, 
two are from the larger met-

ropolitan area of Louisville. 
Henderson says they also 
have “big money” support¬ 
ing them. Of the candidates 
he is running against in 
May, one is a retired teach¬ 
er, another is a professor; 
there is a business man and 
realtor who is also a Demo¬ 
cratic activist. 

“They have the money 
advantage, they can raise 
$300,000 to $400,000 to 


run,” Henderson said. “I 
have a lot lower budget. I 
may come up with $15,000 
to $20,000.” 

So how does the politi¬ 
cally seasoned, small town 
candidate run against that 
type of disadvantage? 

“I’ll bet I’ve put over a 
1,000 miles in. I’m stopping 
at every Democrat function 
I can get to. I stop in every 
coffee house I come across. 


This is a blue collar, grass 
roots race,” Henderson said. 
“I want to make the local 
connection with everyday, 
hard working people. I’m 
trying to make it a regional 
race. The other candidates 
are all west of Shelbyville, 
maybe one other than me 
are from the eastern side of 
the state.” 

The former mayor of Jef¬ 
fersonville for four years, 


Henderson handled a $2 
million budget and eight 
year state representative 
who was part of the agri¬ 
cultural, budget and oth¬ 
er important committees 
while in Frankfort. To win 
he knows he has to make it 
a position campaign. 

“I just want to let people 
know I want to serve the 
public. I want to bring the 
diversity our state has, rep¬ 


resenting each and every 
Kentuckian, is my goal and 
what I like to do,” Hender¬ 
son said as he got ready to 
start the benefit auction 
back up again. “I just be¬ 
lieve in the people of this 
state and I believe this state 
can make big strides for¬ 
ward. I just want the people 
to know that there is some¬ 
one who wants to serve for 
them.”

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Signs of Spring: Tent caterpillars, weed control and Farmer’s Market

Eastern Tent 
Caterpillars hanging 
out in Local trees 

While out visiting a few 
homeowners this week, 
I have seen several trees 
with many small Eastern 
Tent Caterpillars. Eastern 
tent caterpillars can devour 
the leaves of apple, cherry, 
plum, wild cherry, eve3n 
your prized rose bushes 
and can be seen crawling 
up your house and side¬ 
walk. They are generally 
a “yucky” nuisance worm. 
If tents are evident in your 
trees, spray with an insecti¬ 
cide such as Sevin, Malathi- 
on or Bt to kill the creepy 
crawlers before they defoli¬ 
ate your tree. Do not burn 
or torch these creatures out 
of these trees, as the fire will 
burn or damage branches. 

A few years ago the east¬ 
ern tent caterpillar popula¬ 
tion was so large that they 
were crawling everywhere. 
On top of their nuisance sta¬ 
tus, they were also blamed 
for MRLS which caused 
many mares to abort their 
young, leaving the thor¬ 
oughbred and saddle-bred 
industry without a colt crop 
for the next spring. This 
was a major blow to the in¬ 
dustry 

It is believed that the 
mares ate the worms or 
defecated wild cherry tree 
leaves out in the field as 
they grazed grass. Once 
this entered their digestive 
systems, the horses became 
ill and many aborted their 
colts. While this was a “once 
in a lifetime” situation, we 
certainly do not want this to 
happen again. For this rea¬ 
son, it is recommended that 
all horse producers have all 
their wild cherry trees cut 
out of the fence rows and 
fields to prevent this prob¬ 
lem from happening again. 
If trees cannot be taken out 
now, at least, take out the 
horses from any pastures 
which are lined with these 
trees. 

Another downfall of wild 
cherry trees is that, in the 
wilted stage, are very poi¬ 
sonous to cattle. Wilted 
leaves contain cyanic acid, 
which is basically cyanide 
and will kill a cow in a 
heartbeat. During this time 
of year when storms are 
eminent, fallen branches, or 
fallen cherry trees can wipe 
out a herd in minutes. For 
this reason, cattle producers 
need to take out all cherry 
trees where cattle graze.

Pasture Weed 
Control must start 
early 

For many livestock pro¬ 
ducers across this part of 
the state, keeping weeds 
out of their pastures is a 
non-stop process. Once 
one weed is taken out, it 
seems another weed may 
take its place. This has been 


an ongoing problem with 
such weeds as thistle, iron- 
weed and multi-flora rose. 
With these weeds this time 
of year is the best time to 
take action against them, as 
they are tender and quick¬ 
ly growing. For thistle, the 
primary chemical weed 
control option is 2-4D. This 
chemical will curl up each 
thistle in short order, but 
keep in mind that any 2-4D 
product can drift to and kill 
other plants that are wel¬ 
comed and wanted in the 
field. Spot spraying would 
be necessary in most fields 
since this chemical that 
kills thistle will kill clover 
as well. Again, spray early 
while plants are tender and 
actively growing. 

Multi-flora rose plants 
seem to pop up overnight 
in a pasture field. Most of 
the mature plants will be in 
full bloom soon. From this 
point on, they will spend 
most of their energy tough¬ 
ening up and producing 
seed. If possible, chemical 
spray attack procedures 
need to be in place now-the 
sooner the better. If chem¬ 
icals can be applied while 
plants are actively growing, 
your chances of killing the 
plant will be greater. For 
Multi-flora rose consider 
products containing gly- 
phosate (Roundup) or the 
chemical called Crossbow. 


Roundup is trans-locat- 
ed throughout the plant, 
so spray coverage is not as 
important as it is for Cross¬ 
bow. Crossbow kills what it 
hits, but if you only spray V 2 
of the plant, only that half 
will be killed. 

Both Crossbow and 
Roundup are approved for 
use in fence rows and pas¬ 
ture fields. 

Ironweed is another ma¬ 
jor pasture pest in Ken¬ 
tucky Both Crossbow and 
Roundup products are la¬ 
beled for ironweeds in pas¬ 
tures, but there is a 14 day 
grazing restriction on all 
roundup products. Other 
pasture control chemicals 
are available on the market 


as well for ironweed. An¬ 
other product sold under 
the trade name of Redeem 
R & P seems to do well with 
ironweed as well. Both 
Redeem R & P and Cross¬ 
bow contain the active in¬ 
gredient Triclopyr which 
seems to show the greatest 
reduction in ironweed in 
a pasture situation. Both 
these chemicals, however 
show considerable damage/ 
death to white or red clover 
stands, so in many cases it 
has to be a trade-off. For the 
best approach to ironweed 
control, specialists tell us to 
mow the pastures in June, 
cutting all weeds down to 
size, then, going back with 
Crossbow or similar prod¬ 


ucts later on in the summer 
and spot treating all iron- 
weed in the field. 

Only in a few days we will 
start to see some beautiful 
sights in our local pasture 
fields. This beautiful yellow 
flowered weed would look 
pretty in a flower bed, but 
not so good in the pasture. 
Buttercup is one of the new¬ 
er weeds in our area and is 
completely taking over pas¬ 
ture fields in the state! But¬ 
tercup is a non-native plant 
of European origin. YouTl 
notice that livestock will 
not eat the plant. Actually 
the plant contains a nas¬ 
ty-tasting enzyme that can 
be poisonous to livestock. 
Basically the plant tastes 
bad and luckily the animals 
will not eat it. Although 
poisonings are rare, they 
can take place when other 
forages are in short supply 
Buttercup cut up in hay will 
usually not cause a problem 
with livestock as the toxins 
dry up during hay curing. 

Again the chemicals that 
may kill buttercup will 
kill clover, so in instances 
where buttercup takes over 
pastures, complete removal 
of all plants may be neces¬ 
sary Research has shown 
that the application of 2-4D 
products at the rate of 2-4 
pints per acre provided 
good control. Plants need 
to be sprayed as early in the 


season as possible-before 
the plant blooms and goes 
to seed, which insures a 
new and even healthier crop 
next May Weed control in 
pastures can be a trying and 
expensive experience. Con¬ 
tact the Powell County Ex¬ 
tension Office at 663-6405 
for additional details.
